Four gunmen held up the Union Bunking company at 
Columbiana at 12:20 p. rn. today and escaped behind a flash 
of machine gun fire with loot estimated at more than $3,000. 
Tracy Tidd, department store operator opposite the 
hank, blazed at the gang’s lookout with a rifle from a second 
story window. 
The lookout turned a machine gun on the window. 
Tidd said at least 88 bullets pierced the glass. 
Some reported a young woman was driving the gang’s 
automobile, which bore a 
Pennsylvania 
license, 
number 
690-W-0. 
Three of the robbers entered the bank, while another, 
masked, and the woman remained outside, on guard, it was 
reported. 
“Don’t say a word, but hold up your hands!” the leader 
ordered E. P. Funkhouser, bank president, who stood at a 
lellor’s window. 
There were no customers in the bank at 
the time. 
Another gunman inslroeted Miss hylvia Smithy the 
company treasurer, to hold up her hands. 
Funkhouser said he and Miss Smith threw themselves 
to the floor. 
One of them aet off a burglar alarm, he said. 
The robbers leaped a railing and herded Funkhouser
